hastv action is the electorol college, about which much is lear 
in presidential years, only to be 
forgotten 
for the intervening 


quadriennium.

it was the original idea of the constitution-makers that the 
people should vote only for electors and that when these dignitar­ 
ies gathered in the electoral college they were to select the chief 
magistrate. 
No such interpretation has been placed upon the 
function of the electoral college since Washington’s time. 
The people early made it apparent that they would choose 
the man who should be president and the electoral college speed­ 
ily became merely a means of registering their choice, the individ­ 
ual electors having hut to cast their votes for the candidate of the 
party on which ticket such electors were chosen. 
One way in which the electoral system works, however, is to 
cast the entire vote to which each state is entitled for the candidate 
receiving' a majority of the popular vote. 
There have been in­ 
stances where a state has divided its electoral vote, but the gen­ 
eral rule is that here given, regardless of the size of the majority, 
whether large or small. 
Thus if a certain state would give Smith 
101,901 votes and Hoover 101,902 votes Hoover would receive 
the entire electoral vote of that state as certainly as though his 


majority ran 202,000

There are always men at work 
perfecting old machines and design­ 
ing new machines planned to lessen 
the costs 
of 
manufacturing.

great cost of making anything is the 
cost of human labor and with the in­ 
stallation of every machine comes the 
discharge of more workmen. 
There 
have been many such machines in­ 
stalled and there have been many 
men thrown out of employment there­ 
by. The Farmer has been fighting in­ 
creased cost of labor for a long time 
and in his fields have the inventions 
been particularly busy. 
“Another machine was patented at 
Washington and a few thousand more 
men w’ere Jobless/’ remarked a wel­ 
fare worker recently, a bit ironically. 
But whether frequently 
mentioned 
figures on unemployment, throughout 
the country present a true picture or 
not. it is a fact that electricity, steam, 
waterpow’er, windpower. 
etc. 
have 
supplanted a great percentage of the 
work which was done by hand only 
a few years ago. The winder is that 
there are not by far a larger num­

Cer­ 
tain approved antiseptics were found 
ineffective for the purpose of destroy­ 
ing the germ. 
Catgut Is prepared from the intes­ 
tines of sheep, and has been employed 
by surgeons in millions of operations. 
The discovery of the tetanus cases 
hks created a sensation in medical 
circles, as it has always been thought 
that catgut, when thoroughly anti- 
septicated, was a safe medium for sur­ 
gical employment.

Doctors Confer As 
President Suffers 
From Rose Fever 


f International N e w s Her v ie * ) 
CHICAGO, July 20.—Up in the 
Brule river country at the summer 
White House President Coolidge is 
suffering from “rose fever” and one 
might imagine the chief executive’s 
malady was due to incessant sniffing 
at beautiful roses. 
But that isn’t the case at all, Chi­ 
cago physicians have discovered. 
Roses do not cause “rose fever”, a 
group of hay-fevef and asthm a ex­ 
perts, recognized as international au ­ 
thorities, have learned after conduct­ 
ing clinics here for some time. They 
also discovered hay-fever is not en­ 
tirely due to the flower, goldenrod, as 
many persons believe? 
The doctors in conference here also 
learned that there are three hay-fever 
seasons, the first beginning in Feb­ 
ruary and running into about May 25 
end continues its suffering until about 
the end of July. The third period of 
plague is launched in the fall haying 
season, starting late in August and 
running until the first frost comes. 
The first hay-fever season of the 
year is caused by the pollen of trees, 
the physicians determined; the second 
season, in which “rose cold” or “rose 
fever” is active, is Started by the 
pollen from blossoming grasses. It is 
very seldom caused by the pollen from 
roses, as the rose pollen is heavy and 
moist and ordinarily is not carried by 
winds, the doctors declared. 
The third season is the one causing 
the most general suffering. It is due 
in the Chicago area to many weeds 
but chiefly the ragweed and both the 
giant and dwarf ragweed are sources 
of the trouble.

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Seminole Tribe Is Dying Out As 
Handful Still Live In Everglades 


iInternationa; News Service) 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., July 20. — 
The Seminole is dying. 
Civilization 
has taken him as its toll. 
Down in the Everglades 
country 
that little band of Indians, the rem­ 
nants of a once great race, are eking 
out a bare living through the sale 
of alligator and otter pelts, animals 
now rapidly becoming extinct. 
Sleeping on the earth, 
rain 
or 
shine, with only a thatch roof sup­ 
ported by four poles to cover them 
from the elements, influenza, hook-' 
worm and measles take heavy toll. 
Only 520 members of that great tribe 
remain and yet because of the old 
members, who cannot forget lifelong 
antipathy toward the white man, who 
drove them from their paradise into 
the swamp country, and become ed­ 
ucated. 
White Man’s Ally 
* Chief Josie Billy, head of the larg­ 
est of the seven remaining tribes in 
the Glades, has become a firm ally 
of the white man in education of his 
race, for he has realized that only 
through education can the Seminole 
survive. 
Living as the race lives absolutely 
without any sanitation, disease finds 
the members easy victims. 
There is 
not a practicing physician available 
for members who become ill and they 
are attended upon by the medicine 
men, practicing ancient tribal rites 
for the banishment of the "evil spir­ 
its" which are supposed to inhabit 
the victim s body. 
Heretofore education has made the 
Seminole more hostile than ever to­ 
ward the white man. Billy Conopat- 
chee, Josie’s father, received a much 
better education than h&s son did, 
but when he returned to the Ever­ 
glades, he hated the whites worse 
than ever. 


Josie Billy does not believe that the 
education of the Seminole, necessary 
if he is to survive, can ever be ac­ 
complished until all 
of 
the 
older 
members are dead. 
"Older people tell bad stories," he 
says. "Wait. They die off." 
Thus he believes and the younger 
members of the tribes back him up. 
Although appropriations have been 
made for the Seminóles by federal 
government, they have been inade­ 
quate, and by the time they have 
passed through the hands of all the 
agents there was little left for the 
Indian. 
Have Hard Time 
With this pittance, the Indian has 
had a hard time, for there is little 
in the Everglades to aid in making 
a living. 
Time was when the Seminole sold 
thousands of plumes of 
the 
white 
egret and made a living. 
In his little son, Josie Billy hopes 
to develop a real leader who will point 
the path for the Seminóles to a bet­ 
ter understanding of the white race 
and better living conditions. 
He is 
one who will benefit if schools are 
provided. 
Julian 
Billy 
is 
now 17 
months old. 
The Seminole is making his last 
stand. 
With education, he will sur­ 
vive, without it,—extermination. Sun 
rise calls him forth from his couch 
and at sunset, he is content to rest. 
If the older men die cff fast enough 
or change their minds, he will be sav­ 
ed. 
If not, another once proud and 
happy race will have entered 
the 
Happy Hunting grounds.

Letters Saved 
By Dead Queen 
Are Returned

LONDON, July 20.—Through the 
enterprise of a London newspaper, 
hundreds of intimate letters written 
by King George, Queen Mary and 
most of the crowned heads of Europe 
to the Empress Marie Feodorovna, 
mother of the murdered Czar Nicho­ 
las, have been recovered from the 
Bolshevists and returned to Bucking­ 
ham Palace. 
The letters, which were left behind 
by the Empress Marie when she fled 
from Russia to exile in Denmark, will 
be returned by the King and Queen 
to the senders as soon as possible. 
Through his private secretary, the 
King has expressed his appreciation 
of the newspaper’s action in retreiv- 
lng the letters, and of its delicacy in 
submitting 
them 
to 
Buckingham 
Palace without divulging their con­ 
tents to the public. 
Extremely Valuable 
As a collection, the letters would 
undoubtedly be worth many thou­ 
sands of dollars, for they trace clearly 
the trend of thought of the minds of 
Royalty during the hectic periods be­ 
fore and during the war, when 
thrones and crowns were toppling 
beneath waves of Nationalism all over 
Europe. 
The letters were written during the 
year 1870 to 1915. 
While most of 
them were of a domestic and personal 
character, others contained arresting 
and often humorous comments on 
events and personalities of the time, 
the newspaper declares. 
In all his letters to the Empress, 
who was a sister of the late Dowager 
Queen Alexandra. King George signed 
himself affectionaly “Georgie.” 
It 
was seen that the Russian Empress 
had carefully preserved every letter 
that she received from her nephew 
and his Queen. 
One of the most interesting letters, 
according to the newspaper, was writ­ 
ten by an unnamed German prince 
who was then traveling about the 
world. He was obviously brilliant and 
wily, and tried to steal a march on 
all the other European princes, who 
crouched in wary readiness, watching 
each other’s attempts to win a crown. 
Asked Empress* Aid 
“I am persona grata,” this prince 
wrote, “with the Kaiser Frederick 
(the ex-Kaiser’s father), and the 
Crown Prince Wilhelm (now the ex- 
Kaiser, exiled at Doorn). 
“The handling of my House by 
Austria in 1866 should be a sufficient 
guarantee that I never would be a 
friend of that false dynasty. 
“Push my case with the Emperor, 
and give me the throne of Bulgaria. 
It will be Just as if a Russian was on 
the throne. The matters, dear cousin 
is at your feet.”

Of Extinct Bird 


(International News Service) 
CHICAGO, July 20.—A duck 
•s no present day sportsman 
hope to bag, a single specimen of 
which is valued at more than $5,000, 
Is included in a new exhibit contain­ 
ing all species of ducks found in 
North America, preparation of which 
has just been completed at Field 
Museum of Natural History. 
The $5,000 specimen is the rarest 
of all ducks, the Labrador duck, be­ 
lieved extinct of which specimens are 
scarcer even than of the famous ex­ 
tinct great auk, according to Dr. Wil­ 
fred Osgood, curator of zoology. Field 
Museum possesses two specimens of 
the bird, a male and a female. 
Only the female is included in the 
exhibit; the condition of the male 
specimen does not w arrant its use in 
this kind of exhibit, but a replica of 
It, skillfully made from feathers of 
other birds, has been placed on dis­ 
play. 
A Rare Duck 
In the whole world only about 45 
Specimens of this rare duck have 
been preserved, declares Dr. Osgood. 
The 
bird 
formerly 
inhabited 
the 
northeast coast of America, and sud­ 
denly became extinct more than fifty 
yean ago, since which time no living 
example of It has been seen, says Dr. 
Osgood. 
In all, forty species of duck are 
shown. In order to make the exhibit 
of most service to local sportsmen, 
til species which are found in Illinois 
are designated by red stars on the 
descriptive labels accompanying the

Paul's conversion occurred in the 
year 36 A. D., after which he preached 
for a very brief period of perhaps only 
u few days or weeks in Damascus, 
where he had gone to persecute, and 
then he retired for meditation into 
Arabia, where he spent a part of 
three years. Then he went to Jerusa­ 
lem for a 15-day conference with Pe­ 
ter; then he returned to his native 
town of Tarsus, where he preached for 
a year, until Barnabas came and in­ 
vited his cooperation in the growing 
work of the church at Antioch, where 
Paul, in a wonderful year’s ministry, 
rounded out the first decade of his 
life as a Christian. 
Paul's Prompt Beginning. 
When English Presbyterlanism de­ 
cided to open a mission in China and 
asked its jlrst chosen missionary how 
soon he would be ready to set out, 
he 
promptly replied, “Tomorrow!’ 
This was the spirit with which Paul 
jumped into his strangely new work 
at Damascus: “Straightway he preach­ 
ed Christ in the synagogues, that he 
is the Son of God.” He had already 
wasted too much of his life on the 
wrong track, so he got busy immedi­ 
ately in fellowship and cooperation 
with the very disciples he had come 
to Damascus to persecute. 
Paul'» Arabian Retreat 
Between verses 22 and 23 of Acts 
9, we must insert that strange theo­ 
logical seminary course of from 18 
months to three years in Arabia, to 
which Paul refers in Gal. 1:15-18, 
Immediately I conferred not with 
flesh and blood: neither went I up to 
Jerusalem to them which were apos­ 
tles before me; but I went into Arabia 
and returned again unto Damascus 
Then after three years I went up to 
Jerusalem to see Peter and abode 
with him 15 days.” 
To this same 
Arabian prayer closet God had sent 
Moses and Elijah to prepare them 
for their 'ictive ministries, teaching 
us that meditation and preparation 
are no waste of time for those whose 
activity is to be rightly directed. 
Christ’s apostles spent three years in 
communion with Him and under His 
instruction, and who will regard any 
portion of this as time wasted? Young 
people, you may make a living with­ 
out much preparation, but to make 
a life requires preparation and medi­ 
tation. 
Paul Receive« the Cold Shoulder. 
Paul’s first greeting from the Chris­ 
tian church was “Brother Saul”, spo­ 
ken by Ananias as he laid his hand 
affectionately upon the blinded perse­ 
cutor in Damascus three days after 
liis conversion. 
But unfortunately 
this was not prophetic of all he was 
to experience from the church he had 
joined with such fiery zeal and con­ 
secration. For we read, “When Paul 
was come to Jerusalem, he assayed to 
Join himself to the disciples: but they 
were all afraid of him, and believed 
not that he was a disciple.” How this 
suspicion and distrust of that overly 


conservative church of Jerusalem must 
have cut to the heart this noble 
Christian who had abandoned his all 
for the love of this new-found Sav­ 
iour! 
Barnabas Extends the Glad Hand. 
There was a noble exception to this 
cold conservatism in Barnabas, whose 
very name “Son of Consolation” is 
expressive of that spirit of cordiality 
and open-heartedness th at charac- 
terizes all we know of him, and that I 
in which the church of today may 
well pattern him. 
“Barnabas took 
him and brought him to the apostles. I 
and declared unto them how he had 
seen the Lord in the way, etc.” 
It i 
was Barnabas who later hunted up 
Paul at Tarsus and put him into the 
growing work at Antioch. And it was 
this same “Son of Consolation” who 
afterwards saved Mark by giving him 
a second chance after he had shown 
a yellow streak on the first mission­ 
ary Journey. 
If every congregation 
had a “Barnabas society” fewer of the 
new members would be lost to the 
church. 
The New Nickname.

SAN DIEOO, Cal., July 20—Th? 
day of the windjammer is fast be­ 
coming only a chapter in the history 
of the sea. 
The full rigged ship “Star of Falk­ 
land” of the Alaska Packers fleet is 
pounding to pieces In Alaskan waters, 
having gone aground several days ago 
while enroute north for the salmon 
trade. The 8tar of Falkland was one 
of the scant half dozen windjammers 
still in active service anywhere on the 
seven sea^s. 
Another windjammer, the Star of 
India, is tied up at the docks in San 


Diego and will never go to sea again. 
It is now the property of the Zoologi­ 
cal society of San Diego, the gift of 
James W. Coflroth. sports promoter 
and former San Franciscan. 
The Star of India, like the Star of 
Falkland, also went aground in the 
far north. It started from San Fran- j 
cisco April 12, 1910. 
May 18 it went 
aground In Bistol bay.

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Science Plans 
Eradication Of 
White Plague

PORTLAND, Ore., July 20—Those 
who toll with the microscope and test 
tubes in a ceaseless struggle to over­ 
come the ravages 
of the 
white 
plague’* ’ are being slowly 
rewarded 
with success for their efforts and to­ 
day science is looking at the disease 
as a “curable thing" according to Dr: 
H. J. Corper, chairman of the patho­ 
logical section of the National Tuber­ 
culosis association. 
Dr. Corper in an interview here 
gave 
a message 
of hope 
to the 
thousands now 
afflicted 
with the 
malady. “The reports of research work 
row in progress point hopefully to 
control of this problem." he said. 
"Today we are looking at the dis­ 
ease as a curable thing. Its m ortal­ 
ity toll is decreasing. We know tuber­ 
cle bacilli can be destroyed and that 
tuberculosis in favorable cases can be 
arrested. 
Seek Eradication. 
“Science is working toward era­ 
dication of tuberculosis. It will come 
by first appreciating th at the dis­ 
ease is curable and then striking at 
the heart of the germ both in and 
outside the body. 
The 
campaign 
against tuberculosis has two funda­ 
mental aims: The 
destruction 
of 
baeillus at its source and the build­ 
ing up of the health of the Indivi­ 
dual. 
“We have passed historically speak­ 
ing, through the period when tuber­ 
culosis was believed to be an always 
fatal and hopeless disease. Today we 
are concerned more with the heal­ 
ing processes, their mechanisms and 
how we can bring the balance to bear 
on this side of the equation. 
“Studies on the protein fraction 
have provided a purified protein tu ­ 
berculin faction which has been stu­ 
died with gratifying results and will 
soon be available for use to replace 
the former impure old tuberculin. 
Near a Solution. 
“The separation of 
definite 
fat 
fractions from the hum an tubercle 
bacillus have led to the Isolation of 
the saturated fatty acid unit possess­ 
ing the property of rapidly stim ulat­ 
ing the multiplication 
of the mo­ 
nocyte in which the tubercle basillus 
lives during its early residence in the 
body. 
“Later studies indicate th at pre­ 
liminary treatm ent with this fraction 
greatly augments the 
rapidity with 
which tuberculosis develops in cer­ 
tain animals. If this Is true” he con­ 
cluded, “it may be assumed the op­ 
posite is true and it may be we are 
on the threshold of our final journey."

Eight Patients With 
Poison Chloroform

MINSK, Russia, July 20.—Poisoned 
chloroform administered by amateur 
doctors killed eight patients in three 
weeks at the Proskenov village hos­ 
pital. The health departm ent’s suspi­ 
cions were aroused only after repeated 
deaths following slight operations. 
Investigation 
disclosed 
th at 
the 
regular doctors rarely reported for 
duty at the hospital. 
Patients were 
treated by students and nurses and 
even by fellow patients dressed up 
in the doctors’ white uniforms. Mem­ 
bers of the staff had only a vague 
knowledge of chemistry and the com­ 
pounding of prescriptions, and fre­ 
quently when the doctors did appear 
and order certain drugs, pure water 
containing a little coloring m atter wa3 
administered. 
Only the eight deaths from bad 
anaesthetic have been directly traced, 
but it is believed th at the unusually 
high death rate in the hospital dur­ 
ing recent months is the result of fre­ 
quent similar poisoning and neglect.

A year la t­ 
er he began building a narrow-guage 
railway for the then existing cadet 
school in Lichterfelde. A pow er-plant 
and electric street cars were con­ 
structed. 
The work was completed in 1881. 
The current was transm itted through 
a third rail; not until several years 
later did Siemens adopt the overhead 
wire and trolley. The current for this 
first railway was of 160 volts, each 
car had 26 seats and reached a speed 
of more th a n 12 miles an hour. This 
line was in operation until 1896.

INDIAN WARFARE 
HOT AS “CHIEFS” 
FIGHT IN LONDON

LONDON July, 20.—In London, far 
from the wide open spaces of the 
once wild west, an Indian warfare 
has broken out. 
Running Deer, chief of all the Mo­ 
hawk tribes, better known as Os-Ke- 
Non-Ton, is in open rebelion against 
Big Chief White Horse Eagle, of the 
Osage tribe, who claims to be the 
paramount chief of all North Ameri­ 
can Indians. 
Not with tomahawks and terrify­ 
ing war cries are these two Chiefs 
battling, no, for they have become 
too civilized for that. But their feud 
is Just as bitter as if they were lead­ 
ing a thousand warriors against each 
other. It is a battle of words. Ma­ 
licious, indignant words. 
Denounces Chief 
Running Deer denounces Big Chief 
White Horse Eagle’s claim to the title 
of paramount chief, and laughs at 
the suggestion that he is 107 years of 
age. 
“Who ever heard of a horse eagle,” 
sarcastically declares Chief Running 
Deer. I don’t even believe he is an 
Indian. 
Indians do not make such 
foolish mistakes. 
“Last winter White Horse Eagle was 
in New York making foolish women 
and girls queens and princesses of 
Indian tribes. 
The 400 Indians in 
New York protested. 
“Mr. Charles H. Burke, the United 
States Commissioner of. Indian Af­ 
fairs, could not trace White Horse 
Eagle, and said he had no authority 
to make chiefs.” 
Emphatically denying the state­ 
ments made by Chief Running Deer, 
which he declared emanated from a 
“crooked tongue,” White Horse Eagle, 
looking marvellously preserved for his 
years related how he became para­ 
mount chief. 
“I was made Chief of all the In­ 
dians 87 years ago on Lookout Moun­ 
tain, Colorado. 
I remember sitting 
on my spotted pony with my hands 
over my eyes, gazing over the low­ 
lands at the wagon trains making 
their way westward. 
Caught Wild Horses 
“My father was Chief Wak-Cha- 
Ya. I used to chase wild horses, and 
I could run faster than they. 
Al­ 
ways when I caught a wild horse it 
was a white one. I would tame it i* 
an hour and bring it back to the 
tribe. That is how I got the name of 
White Horse.” 
Then branding as a lie the state­ 
ment that he had sold titles in New 
York, the aged Chief continued, “As 
for the title of Eagle, I earned that 
by catching an American bald eagle 
and stripping its feathers out.

Slater Granted 
Complete Pardon 
In Murder Casel 


Move To Annul Conviction Of 
Oscar Slater For Murder 
Is Successful In 
Scotland 


(International Newa Service) 
EDINBURGH, Scotland, July 20 — 
One of the most sensational murder 
cases in British history became a 
closed incident today when the Scot­ 
tish courts quashed the conviction of 
Oscar Slater, who was released from 
prison last November after serving 
nearly 18 years for killing Miss Mar­ 
ion Gilchrist, an aged Glasgow wom­ 
an. The Slater affair was compared 
by some to the Sacco-Vanzetti case 
in the United States. 
Although re­ 
leased from the penitentiary, the con­ 
viction against Slater continued to 
stand until today. 
Slater was arrested in New York 
in December, 1908, as he stepped from 
the liner Lusitania. 
He waived ex­ 
tradition and returned to Scotland to 
stand trial. He was convicted largely 
on the evidence of three witnesses, 
one a young woman named Helen 
Lambie, who subsequently migrated 
to the United States, married and 
made her home in Peoria, HI. 
The Slater case was without prece­ 
dence in British jurisprudence. 
He 
was found guilty and sentenced to 
death, but later the sentence was 
commuted to life imprisonment. Aft­ 
er his release a movement was started 
to have even the conviction an­ 
nulled. Many prominent persons, In­ 
cluding Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, in­ 
terested themselves in Slater’s behalf.

Handle Wide Range 
Of Trade Shipments 


(International News Service) 
CHICAGO, July 20.—Day by day a 
wider diversity of commodities are go­ 
ing through the air in mail planes. In 
one month shipments out of Chicago 
included commodities ranging from 
bread and ice cream to pawn tickets 
and jewelry, and the air express car­ 
ried a 317-pound casting needed by a 
firm in Wichita, Kansas. 
The largest users of air express are 
film companies, then come the banks 
and bond houses, show figures gather­ 
ed by the American Air Transport 
association.

shipments,

agencies sending out copy for national 
distribution. A study of the shipping 
manifest of the air mail companies 
show that alert buyers scour the New 
York market for the latest in fashion, 
and each nif-ht the westbound plahe 
from New York carries models of hats, 
gowns apd lingerie. 
There Are spare parts for a thresh­ 
ing machine In Nebraska to save the 
payroll an idle crew would receive; a 
present from a forgetful husband who 
delayed purchase of friend wife’s 
birthday gift until too late for the 
regular mail; a belated package for a 
traveler about to board a ship for a 
foreign port. Photographs of impor­ 
tant news events, and so oh through 
a wide range of shipments. 
A Milwaukee manufacturer recently 
sold a cargo of locks in the New York 
market. By shipping via air, a thou­ 
sand miles away, he put hU locks 
down in New York so fast as his com­ 
petitors could have delivered them 
from New Zealand. 
Shippers of oil 
from California to the Atlantic coast 
save thousands of dollars in interest 
by forwarding bills of lading via air 
A consignment of flowers was flown 
to New York, so that they might ar­ 
rive with the fresh bloom of Califor­ 
nia.

Ohio Coal Mines 
Pass Million Tons 
Mark During June 


(International News Serv^») 
CLEVELAND, July 20.—That the 
Ohio 6odi industry, which for maiiy 
years has been in a "bad way", due 
to labor strife and unfavorable freight 
rates, is coming into "its own” again 
was indicated by recent advance re­ 
ports th at Ohio Coal mines produced 
more than 1,000,000 tons of bitumin­ 
ous coal last June, several prominent 
Buckeye coal operators happily de­ 
clared. 
Thirty-two mines, operators claim, 
have been re-opened in the last two 
months in three Ohio fields—eastern 
Ohio, Hocking Valley and Cambridge 
—with a production which has stead­ 
ily increased from 233,000 tons the 
firit week in June to an estimated 
275,000 tons in the final week of the 
same month. 
The total estimate of 
1,010*000 tone of coal taken from Ohio 
workings in the sixth m onth of this 
year shows that the million ton mark 
has been topped for the first time 
since the Soft coal strike was called 
nearly 10 months ago, it was said. 
Many former union miners are now 
employed at the mines whefe the 
wage scale paid being a $0 base adopt­ 
ed last autum n by both Ohio and 
eastern Ohio coal operators associa­ 
tion. 
More than $100,000,000 has Man lost 
to the railroads, merchants In the coal 
mining districts, the state, counties 
and towns through idleness and in­ 
ability to compete with mines south 
of the Ohio rivèr, Statistics in the 
hands of J. L. Good, secretary of the 
Ohio Coal bureau, showed.

Mr. American Citizen, with 125 slave 
power at his beck and call every day I 
Such is the picture drawn by Presi­ 
dent W alter Dill Scott of the North­ 
western university, on a basis of data 
he has collected on the power of me­ 
chanics

“robots”—mechanical 
this modern age. 
. Tne United States, President Scott 
finds has nearly three times the slave 
power, per capita, of 
any 
foreign 
country, and the accumulation 
of 
power is increasing “almost hourly. 
“The American who today possesses 
125 slave power will have nearly dou­ 
ble th at in a few years. 
He also Is 
availing himself of improved methods 
and implements for 
utilizing 
that 
power.” 
In ancient times, President Scott 
points out, a comparatively few per­ 
sons held all the power and used it 
chiefly for their own benefit while 
the modern mechanical slaves work 
for the masses as well as the pa­ 
tricians. 
In Olden Days 
“One ruler in Egypt once used the 
labor of 100,000 slaves 
for 
twenty 
years merely building a burial place 
for himself. 
“Now it can be said th at power 
applied any place in America bene­ 
fits every citizen in the land; that 
every tractor used on a farm increases 
the surplus of our food supply; th at 
every truck helps in distribution 
of 
our commodities; that every addition­ 
al unit of power used in a m anufact­ 
uring plant improves the quality and 
reduces the prices of merchandise; 
that every passenger train and ev­ 
ery pleasure vehicle increases the sol­ 
idarity of the American people. 
“Mechanical power is a mysterious 
force th at cannot be visualized and 
therefore cannot be appreciated read­ 
ily. 
“If we should imagine the seven 
horse power possessed by every in­ 
habitant of the 
United 
States 
in 
terms of hum an slaves 
and 
work 
horses, it might be equated by 125 
slaves and two horses for every man, 
woman and child in America. 
Power Distributed 
“This democratic 
distribution 
of 
power in America is producing strik­ 
ing economic changes in the Ameri­ 
can people, for the possession of pow­ 
er and the accumulation of wealth 
go hand in hand. 
“The average citizen of America to­ 
day possesses great power shares in 
the benefits of much more. 
He not 
only has unprecedented wealth but 
he has even more credit. He lives in 
quarters th at contain luxuries to the 
aristocrats of former ages. 
He pos­ 
sesses a surplus of this world's goods 
and may therefore be spoken of as 
a rich man. He is possessed of all ad­ 
vantages of the ric h . 
’The accumulation of power, and 
particularly of mechanical power, is 
resulting in profound moral changes, 
also.”

Overhauling Of Federal Gov­ 
ernment Machinery Said 
To Be Idea 


BAS CONFERENCE 
WITH SENATOR

ALBANY, N. Y., July 20.—A com­ 
plete overhauling of the machinery 
• f the federal government and the 
consolidation 
and 
elimination 
of 
overlapping 
and 
useless 
bureaus, 
boards and commissions in the in­ 
terests of economy and efficiency is 
planned by Governor A1 Smith in the 
•vent of his election to presidency. 
This was revealed by the governor 
to United States Senators Millard E. 
Tydings of Maryland and Harry B. 
Hawes of M issouri recent guests at 
the executive mansion. 
The governor Impressed upon Tyd­ 
ings and Hawes th at he proposed to 
conduct a “constructive'* campaign 
and not one of criticism. 
“I want my campaign and my ad­ 
ministration, if 1 am elected, to be 
constructive," the governor was quot­ 
ed by 8enator Tydings. 
“I want 
things to be done to better the n a­ 
tional government." 
One of the outstanding achieve­ 
ments of Smith's four terms as gov­ 
ernor of New York has been his re­ 
organisation of the state government 
tn which he consolidated the 190 bur­ 
eau and agencies into 18 main de­ 
partments. 
According to close friends of the 
governor he feels the same thing can 
be accomplished in authority for the 
statem ent th at the governor will 


stress the need for an overhauling 
and reorganization of the federal gov­ 
ernment in his notification speech 
next month. 
With the aid of several of his ad­ 
visers, the governor, since his nom­ 
ination, has been making a careful 
study of the operation of the federal 
government, particularly its count­ 
less boards and commissions. He is 
said to have become convinced, as a 
result of this study, that a material 
reduction in the cost of the national 
government can be effected through 
a process of reorganization, and he is 
prepared to point the way in his not­ 
ification address. 
Governor Smith has no intention, 
in the event of his election, to de­ 
mand any changes in the prohibition 
law' which would be objectionable to 
believers In temperance and good 
government.

NEW HAVEN, Ccnn., July 20.—Two 
billion gallons of water have flooded 
a vast area northeast of this city 
where eventually a reservoir of fifteen 
billion gallons will be impounded to 
add to the New Haven supply of pot­ 
able water. 
The reservoir is listed as the larg­ 
est in Newr England, covering four 
hundred acres of hill and dale in 
what five years ago was one of the 
last retreats of ancient Connecticut. 
Ten thousand feet of tunnel were 
drilled through a high mountain and 
water syphoned from a lake to the 
eastward. 
To make room for thetunnel some 
of the oldest houses in the United 
States were razed, many being mov­ 
ed to other sites because of their his­ 
toric import, and portions of others 
placed in buildings of Yale University 
and in museums through the country.

Attorney Clyde Gibson today rep­ 
resented the Max Ludwig company 


during a session of council at the city 
building and asked council’s reason 
for the building clerk's refusal of a 
permit for the construction of a bill­ 
board at the site formerly occupied by 
the Liberty theater. 
Council gave as their belief that
